“More tru ck s on this street? 
Why, it’s ridicu lou s,” one man 
told a News reporter today. “We 
hav e a flock of them ev ery night 
now and any more wou ld mak e 
(sleeping impossible. And think 
what it wou ld do to ou r property 
v alu es.” 
All the fu ss has arisen since 
¡cou ncil’s committee, work ing with 
'Police Chief Nerr Gau nt and 
Safety Director C. E. Phillips, an­ 
nou nced a city-wide plan to ease 
Salem’s badly congested down­ 


town bu siness area. 
A part of the plan wou ld pu t 
Rou tes 62 and 45 on E. Third st. 
between N. Lincoln av e. and N, 
Ellsworth, 
and ev entu ally 
on 
throu gh to Jennings av e. on Rou te 
45. 
Cou ncil hears the committee re­ 
port tonight and probably will 
either accept or reject the plan 
as laid ou t. 
There are a flock 
more changes su ggested, bu t it’s 
the E. Third st. plan that’s arou s­ 
ing these citizens. 
One property owner said shei 
wasn’t in fav or of the re-rou ting i 
program becau se “It’ll hu rt prop-! 
erties by mak ing them sell for| 


less and increase the noise. Al­ 
most ev ery night, there are qu ite 
a few coal tru ck s coming throu gh 
here. 
And another thing is the 
danger to children. Fou rth Street 
school is v ery near here.” 
A woman, who rents the hou se 
she liv es in, said “Nu merou s coal 
tru ck s u se it now withou t re­ 
rou ting it. 
The tru ck s frighten 
ou r baby.” 
“Tru ck s made a terrible noise 
last night and this morning. Traf­ 
fic has to go somewhere, bu t this 
street is too narrow with cars 
park ed along the sides of it,” Mrs. 
Mabel Sheen of 641 E. Third st. 
commented. 


Mrs. Hilda Kelly of 
607 
E- 
Third st. sgid: “The present traf­ 
fic mak es too mu ch noise and 
dirt along the street. There are 
too many tru ck s and any more 
wou ld mak e a steady stream all 
day.” 
Another resident said in dis­ 
approv al that “Tru ck s and cars 
mak e too mu ch noise ” 
An elderly woman, whose fam­ 
ily has liv ed on the street for 
37 years, v oiced her negativ e an­ 
swer, “becau se it’s so noisy 
al­ 
ready and so dirty, the porch has 
to be scru bbed ev ery day. Be­ 
sides, the property v alu e will de­ 
crease.” 


Two other women interv iewed 
didn’t k now mu ch abou t the re­ 
rou ting proposal, bu t said it does 
not sou nd lik e a good su ggestion 
to them. 
Mrs. Margaret Schu mak er of 
418 E. Third st. said she did not 
lik e the idea of re-rou ting 
the 
two rou tes becau se “It’s too noisy 
already. The traffic goes past 
here lik e a shot ou t of a gu n.” 
Mrs. Earl McLau ghlin of 351 E. 
Third st. v oiced the same opinion. 
“The street is too narrow now 
and it is difficu lt to get across 
becau se of the heav y traffic. If 
Rou tes 45 and 62 were rou ted 
throu gh here, it wou ld become as 


dangerou s as State st,” Mrs. W. S. 
Wagner of 35 2 E. Third s t re­ 
mark ed. 
Mrs. Wanda Marshall of 318 E. 
Third st. said “I think there’s 
enou gh 
traffic

here. 
It’ll tear u p the su rfacing.” 
“There’s an awfu l lot of traf­ 
fic • and dirt on the street at the 
present time. You cant hear a 
thing on the radio and it jars ou r 
telev ision set,” Mrs. Valley Al- 
tomare of 28 8 E. Third opined.

He said “Re­ 
rou ting traffic is a smart thing 
to do. I’m in sympathy with
